Fairs. 


Fairs seem to be the order of the day 
everywhere, not only female, but every 
other sort including the agricultural. 

The New England Agricultural Society 
is running one at present in Portland, 
Maine. 

These affairs began a very long time ago 
in the early part of last century, in Italy. 
The first agricultural society, in Maine, 
dates back to 1787. This New England 
society is a “down-east” concern, and its 
annual fairs are skipped yearly to a differ- 
ent one of the Yankee States. Canada 
also has a finger in this ple, and sends 
“critters” for exhibition, and to take a 
chance at the wooden ham premiums. 

Five theusand people attended the open- 
ing day. Three thousand entries were 
made, half of them live stock. The dis- 
play of horses, cattle and sheep was par- 
ticglarly fine; One ox weighed 4,000 
pounds, girting 10 fect. An imported 
Holstein cow, named “ Txelaar,” weighing 
1,560 pounds produced 76 pounds of milk 
in a single day, and 4,016 pounds in 9 weeks. 
This Holstein stock is very famous. 

The Hereford, Devon and Jersey stock 
were also well represented. Perhaps Can- 
ada took the lead in cattle. Mainelead the 
field in horses. Down to 1850, it is claimed 
for Maine, that she produced the best and

I can notsay that the harmony of our 
Federal system is maintained when Feder- 
al power is brought to bear, with all its 
force of law and of arms, to compel the 
States to change their Constitutions and 
the Constitution of the Federal Govern 
ment. 

Ll can not say that the people are not 
burdencd when a debt. of $2.000,000,000 is 
piled upon their shoulders; and this im- 
inense amount is) increased six hundred 
millions by a resolution of Congress + tl 
improve the publie credit.” 

[ can not say their burdens are light 
when $130.000.000 areannually drawn from 
the products of active labor, and nothing 
from dead capital. 

I can notsay that taxation is equal, 
when bonds are exempted, and labor is 
erushed beneath its exactions. 

I can not say that honesty ard economy 
mark the collection and disbursement of 
the revenue, when the Secretary of the 
Treasury pays one hundred and twenty 
dollars for a bond which he may redeem 
for one hundred dollars, and when the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue wishes. 
wbove all things, that he may senda Su- 
pervisor to the Penitentiary. 

I can not say that all is prosperous when 
agricultural products are so low, and em- 
ployment so searce, and wages so reduced, 
and interest on money so high, and good, 
honest. honorable men in every branch of 
commercial, mereantile, and mechanical 
industry are On the very verge of hopeless 
bankruptcy. 

The scheme of reconstruction of this Ad- 
ministration, its action toward Virginia, 
its administration of foreign affairs, its 
neglect of American citizens who have 
been imprisoned or murdered in Ireland or 
Cuba, its utter shamelessness in selling 
high oftices, its utter want of the apprecia- 
tion of its grave duties and responsibilities. 
all these are tempting subjects of discus- 
sion, but I refrain at this time. 

I will discuss Federal politics so far only 
as they directly affect the people of our 
own State. 

IS OPPOSED TO THE FIFTEENTH AMENDMENT. 


[ oppose. the adoption of the Fifteenth 
Constitutional Amendment, because it is a 
material radical change in our system of 
government; because it destroys the 
relation of the States to the Federal Union, 
which the Constitution established, and de- 
grades them; because it takes away from 
the States without their consent that essen- 
tial attribute of a self-governing commu- 
nity, the right todetermine who shall ex- 
ercise the right of suffrage. 

I object to its adoption, because it was 
intended to, and will, introduce negro suf- 
frage in Ohio against the will of her peo- 
ple. Two years ago the people of Ohio, 
without distinction of party, by an im- 
ti. nae majority, refused to amend the State 
Consiitution. They did this after full ar- 
gument—after full consideration of negro 
suffrage. I see no reason to believe they 
ave changed theiropinion. Yet, now the 
attempt is to be inade-to force them to sub- 
mit to the system which they so emphati- 
cally and deliberately rejected. The con- 
vention which nominated Gen Grant 
declared, asa part of its creed: “The ques- 
tion of suffrage in all the loyal States. prop- 
erly belongs to the people of those States.” 
And yt in one short year the test of loy- 
alty and patriotism, by this same party, is 
to deny to the States the.regulation of the 
suffrage. it 

I object to its adoption, because by the 
strongest implication it confers upon Gon- 
gress,and reserves to the States the right 
to exclude from the ballot persons of our 
own white race because of their nativity 
or their creed or their want of education 
or their poverty, and prohibits the exclu- 
sion only Of another race, And thus, if 
the interpretation of Senator Morton and’ 
Senator Howard be correct, under this 
amendment of Congress, the States 
may exclude an Irishman or a German or 
a Catholic or a Protestant ora r man 
from the a of the suffrage, but 
ey not exclude the negro or the eaten 

ian.
